Occasionally there appears among quiet unassuming individual whose presence 
known but not impressive. Yet retrospect one astounded his achievements and attain- 
ments and only then realizes what potent fact that individual was events pertaining his 
sphere. Just such individual was Professor Emeritus Clarence Melvin Haring, who passed 
away, Berkeley, California, July 1951. 


Doctor Haring, the son Purly Work and Ellen Ainsworth Haring was born Freeville, 
New York, June 1878. 


After graduating from high school Addison, New York, attended for year Colgate 
Academy, now Colgate University. 


taught first New York rural schools and then Addison High School where 1901 
was granted life certificate, first class, teach New York schools. That year entered 
the New York State College Veterinary Medicine Cornell University, graduating 1904. 


After graduation came the University California instructor bacteriology 
and veterinary science. was made full professor 1913, Director the University 
Agricultural Experiment Station 1920, and first dean the veterinary school March 1947. 
July 1948, after years continuous service his University and State was re- 
tired, becoming Professor Emeritus and also Veterinarian Emeritus the Experiment Station. 


the words Doctor Claude Burton Hutchinson, Vice President the University 
California, address given Dr. Haring’s funeral: 


“Over the years, and with the help his associates, Doctor Haring developed the 
University California one the nation’s most outstanding centers for studies animal dis- 
eases. The results the investigations which conducted directed have contributed much 
the well being the livestock, dairy, and poultry industries California. His personal 
contributions were many and important, falling chiefly the fields bovine tuberculosis, 
cholera swine, anthrax cattle, encephalomyelitis horses, and brucellosis cattle, 
all which was leading authority.” 


Doctor Haring served his country during the first world war Captain in. the Veterinary 
Corps, and World War civilian consultant the War Manpower Commission. 


During his entire life was closely identified with organized veterinary medicine. 
served many offices and committees the organizations which was member. 
was secretary the AVMA (1915-16) and served many important committees over the 
years. joined the California State Veterinary Medical Association his arrival the 
State 1904, serving secretary (1907-08), Vice President (1916-17), and President (1917-18). 
1948 was awarded life membership that organization. the same year was 
likewise awarded life membership the Bay Counties VMA organization helped 
found, and served until his retirement, having occupied all its offices. 


attended, delegate, the Second World Poultry Congress, the International Con- 
gress Tuberculosis, and the twelfth and thirteenth International Veterinary Congresses. 
was member the United States Livestock Sanitary Association, The Commission Bru- 
cellosis the United States from 1938 1949, and consultant animal husbandry the 
California State Board Health. From 1942 until his retirement served chairman the 
University California Commission Buildings for the New Veterinary School Davis. 
Dr. Haring was married Grace Moody Haring who died April 29, 1948. 

again quote Dr. Hutchinson: Haring’s last and undoubtedly most permanent 
contribution the welfare California and the nation was the role played with great 
wisdom and foresight planning and organizing the School Veterinary Medicine Davis, 
which served for two years its first dean.

MONDAY

Public Health. Halverson, MD. Rabies 
still disease major importance, being 
endemic many states and involving wild 
life well dogs. Rabies can eradicated 
soon public interest aroused and con- 
trol programs unified. 

The menace brucellosis public health 
hard judge because the difficulty 
accurate diagnosis man. There apparently 
person-to-person transmission, but horses, 
sheep, dogs and chickens may serve reser- 
voirs. 

fever menace human rather than 
animal health, and modes transmission are 
still undefined. Vaccination may prove ef- 
fective preventive. 

400 deaths from encephalitis, less than 
per cent could imputed equine 
virus. Not much known about the encephal- 
itides, and the problem requires the joint 
efforts the medical and veterinary profes- 
sions. 

Salmonellosis may occur practically any 
animal, and control depends adequate cook- 
ing and sanitation. 

Tuberculosis appears where has been sup- 
posedly wiped out, suggesting that the future 
this disease very uncertain. 

Laboratory Tests. Barr, DVM. Routine 
blood counts pick many filariae. Symptoms 
include timidity, coughing without known 
reason, and weeping eczema with itching worse 
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after four uses 0.5cc sodium citrate 
blood, and does differential count and 
sedimentation rate. 

hepatitis there usually leukopenia for 
few days, and then the count may return 
normal excess. tonsillitis there may 
20,000 30,000 white cells, uncorrelated 
with fever. white cell count also useful 
coughs. The count rises after feeding, which 
can source error, and may not rise 
typically old chronic cases. 

The Wintrobe tube useful for prognosis, 
and may give idea the red and white 
cell counts and hemoglobin along with the 
sedimentation rate. The column falls faster 
disease, and very rapid rate means grave 
prognosis regardless symptoms. 

Pups that cry and urinate when presented 
for vaccination are not good risks. Erythrocytes 
are found the urine, but albumin. They 
may carried serum until the hematuria 
decreases. Arsenic useful for dogs that spray 
urine habitually. Cockers with frequent urina- 
tion may have crystals alkaline urine; 
acidifiers will help. Pups with lesions like ring- 
worm eczema may show hematuria; this 
may related hepatitis, and serum and 
antibiotics are indicated. 

Anemia chronic heart conditions may pro- 
duce albuminuria. Intestinal obstruction can 
produce symptoms chronic nephritis. 

Testicular Tumors. Friedman, MD. 
Dr. Reid introduced this unusually interesting 
speaker, part whose material appeared 
the May-June issue.

the interstitial cells which produce andro- 
gen. Interstitial cell tumors can produced 
mice large doses estrogen; castrated 
rats tumor the adrenal cortex may result. 
Ectopic adrenal cells may occur the testis 
but can differentiated microscopically.

find chorioepithelioma, recognized ex- 
tensive hemorrhage and necrosis. Metastases 
may not resemble the parent tumor. Teeth and 
hair appear the ovary, but not the testis, 
which suggests that the ova and sperm might 
differ inheritance; however, different en- 
docrine environment may just well re- 
sponsible. Chorioepithelioma does not occur 
women, who may therefore have natural 
endocrine resistance.

Cancer Research. MacDonald, MD. The 
growth rate cancer varies with the type; 
basal cell sarcoma the skin may remain 
very small for ten fifteen years before 
breaking down, while melanoma may cause 
death matter weeks. 


Methods treatment increase number 
but not efficiency. Surgery and irradiation 
are still the only methods cure, though other 
treatments may palliate. There reason 
believe that increase voltage 
varieties radioactive isotopes will im- 
provement older methods. mus- 
tards are used for lymphosarcoma and Hodg- 
kins disease, but the margin safety small 
and relief transient. Nitrogen mustard will re- 
sensitize patients who have become resistant 
X-ray. 

Treatment prostatic tumors with estrogen 
may give dramatic relief, but does not cure. 
Estrogen also given for post-menopausal 
mammary tumors, although androgen in- 
dicated for the premenopausal type. 

Although the cause cancer unknown, 
some predisposing and precipitating factors 
have been identified. The proportion skin 
cancer varies directly with the exposure 
sunlight the area. Mouth and throat cancers, 
men only, seem follow long period 
protein and complex deficiency. Heredity 
important breast cancer, and women who 
have children, not nurse them, are 
more liable. Colon polyps are commoner 
men and there usually genetic background. 
Obesity predisposes cancer. 

elements can found which cancer 
tissue requires, but normal tissue does not, 
then deprivation will upset cancer metabolism 
without harming normal tissue. The present 
search for anti-metabolites offers the best hope 
for effective therapy.

Surgical Technic. Farquharson, DVM. Cat- 
gut the safest general suture, although all 
sutures currently offered are satisfactory when 
properly used. The holding power the 
tissues, rather than the suture, con- 
sidered. film showed various methods 
tying knots. 


LARGE ANIMAL SECTION 


Infection Barren Mares. Hird, DVM. 
Barrenness mares may due the struc- 
ture the genital tract, endocrine disorder, 
infection. Dr. Hird treated problem mares 
with highly inflamed vaginal mucosa and bar- 
renness several seasons’ standing. swab 
was passed aseptically through speculum 
into the uterus, then plunged into sterile broth. 
Growth was the same whether the swab was 
mailed the laboratory transported im- 
mediately. Bacteria the cervix were accom- 
panied bacteria the uterine mucosa. Cul- 
ture veal blood agar showed that beta- 


hemolytic streptococci caused the most trouble, 
although alpha and gamma types were also 
pathogenic. coli was next importance 
Staph. aureus and albus and salmonella were 
causative agents some cases. 

The source infection was usually loose 
vulva allowing inspiration air and filth. 
This common old mares those with 
chronic diarrhea, and may follow kick wounds 
the vulva. Lay treatment may introduce 
dirt; improper washing stallion and mare 
before breeding may responsible; contam- 
inated matter may enter after foaling; 
careless veterinarian may use unclean 
speculum. Suturing clamping the lips the 
vulva probably the best preventive. 
infected mares conceive, foals may still- 
born weak. Joint infections are common. 

Dr. Hird does not find powders useful. 
prefers penicillin 1,000,000 u.; sulfathiazole, 
sulfapyridine, and sulfamerazine Gm.; 
and streptomycin 2.5 Gm.; introduced with 
intravenous outfit after the rectum has been 
emptied and the parts washed and dried. The 
uterus then massaged per rectum. One 
two treatments week apart successive 
estrual periods gives satisfactory result. Poly- 
valent bacterins were used weekly increas- 
ing dosage 7.5, and cc. needed 
give systemic reaction, and extract sheep 
pituitary was also given weekly. The animals 
were put pasture possible, and given 
good hay and grain and cod liver and linseed 
oils. Sexual rest was required until infection 
was absent. 

Equine Estrual Abnormalities. Britton, 
DVM. Fifty thoroughbred mares, excellently 
kept, were studied over period four years. 
The cold weather was the only known factor 
that might have influenced their estrual 
periods. maidens, periods averaged days 
with spread 45; per cent had the 
normal day period. Barren mares 
per cent were “normal.” Foaling mares 
per cent were “normal.” Diestrus lasted 
average days all, and foaling 
mares again had the best record, per cent 
falling within the normal range. 

mares were bred the ninth day. Nine- 
teen per cent came days after 
foaling, per cent days, and per 
cent even later. Teasing the most tedious 
and important job and must done every 
other day throughout the breeding season. 
convenient bring all mares into breed- 
ing corral, with the stallion the other side 
the gate, that the mares can brought 
one one. With reliable stallion, teasing 
can done the pasture. should re- 
membered that some mares will show one 
stallion but not another. 

Twelve maidens showed 
heat, barren mares, and 127 146 
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foaling mares. Some mares not showing heat 


were overly fat, and those with small 
wrinkled vulva were likely anestrous. 
Maidens one particular horse were bad 
breeders and likely not show heat. 

When stilbestrol was used induce heat, 
some mares conceived once. Usually one 
two injections, week apart, caused heat 
appear day two, lasting two days. Some 
came regularly after that. Mares silent 
heat, determined speculum examination, 
conceived one breeding; silent heat seems 
habitual. Mares rarely breed the first half 
split heat, and there was some trouble 
with those who had long periods. 

Hormones. Cole, PhD. Hormones giv- 
ing specified effects selected test animals 
will not give identical results patients, 
which are unselected and vary their re- 
actions. Normal hormone levels are unknown, 
and change from hour hour, and intelligent 
hormone therapy requires more information 
than available. 

Steers and heifers will grow faster, with 
greater protein deposition, 120 mg. 
stilbestrol implanted subcutaneously. How- 
ever was found that the vaginas the 
heifers began prolapse three months. 

Anterior pituitary and pregnant mare serum 
have been used intravenously Davis for 
long-standing cystic ovary cows, but with- 
out success. This treatment useful for mares 
the first day heat, will cause ovula- 
tion hours. will increase the num- 
ber ova matured. 

Penis Fracture. Farquharson, DVM. Frac- 
ture the penis occurs during the breeding 
season, usually when small weak cow goes 
down under heavy bull. The dorsum the 
corpus cavernosus ruptures just front the 
curve; there interference with urina- 
tion. Hemorrhage profuse, and stops only 
when sufficient pressure built the con- 
sequent hematoma. There inappatence, 
fever, but slight temporary staggering; 
swelling may noticed, with perhaps, pro- 
lapse the prepuce. 

The operation should not performed 
the first day, bleeding will start again; nor 
should delayed until after the fifth day 
when fibrin will problem. Dr. Farquhar- 
son prefers the third fourth day, and likes 
true spinal, not epidural, anesthesia. Merely 
cleaning the area and letting heal 
second intention invites adhesions and not 
much better than operation all. The area 
should washed and shaved, and liberal 
incision made parallel the penis. Blood clots 
are all removed and all fibrin cleaned from 
the penis, which may drawn out through 
the opening. The ruptured place freed 
blood clots, and gelfoam inserted control 
new bleeding, after which interrupted sutures 
20-day gut are placed. The skin incision 
then closed and the bull turned out. Rest in- 
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advisable; the bull should exposed 
nymphomaniac cows season. 

The film was brief and showed the operation 
very clearly.

Bruce shown discovering his micrococcus 
among the sick Malta; Bang examines his 
bacteriuin; Evans peers through her micro- 
scope; Buck discovers Strain 19; Traum dis- 
covers Br. suis. Alice Evans person gave 
brief talk undulant fever from her own 
experience. The actor representing young 
Traum was plausible appearance, but Dr. 
Buck did not resemble himself all. 

Mastitis Control. Dr. Ozanian had the privi- 
lege introducing Frank Pellissier, whom 
was real pleasure have our program. 
was followed Dr. Schalm, who gave 
clear and to-the-point discussion the facts 
about mastitis control. Both these papers will 
appear the California Veterinarian. 

Contract Veterinarians. King, DVM. 
Brucellosis control began industry pro- 
ject, but through the efforts the state bureau 
the practicing veterinarian was included 
the picture before the bill reached final form. 
all wanted part the program, especial- 
the young men who had not experienced 
eradication. However, signing the contract 
means doing the work even inconvenient; 
one can’t just skim the cream. 

Some areas have already almost 100 per 
cent vaccination, and others are far behind, 
because different areas have different prob- 
lems. Problems now faced are all local and 
involve only few people; the program 
whole going very well. Welding 270 prac- 
ticing veterinarians into team has been diffi- 
cult, but short while those who not 
really want the work will turn their con- 
tracts voluntarily. 

Lay help should available needed, but 
bill provide was withdrawn from the 
last legislature because veterinarians felt that 
plenty practitioners would available. 
must now deliver the goods.

Cranial Fracture. Farquharson, DVM. 
This film showed dog with compression frac- 
ture the skull, causing incoordination, and 
the operation which relieved the condition. 
midline incision from the crest was followed 
muscles and removal bone 
fragments. The periosteum was saved and 
sutured with catgut. Recovery was complete 
about two weeks. 

Diaphragmatic Hernia. Dinsmore, DVM. 
Diaphragmatic hernias occur the venous 
orifice, the costal attachment, and the esopha- 
geal orifice, that order frequency. Ab- 
dominal breathing aggravated exercise 
characteristic, but occurs also acute pul- 
monary disease, hydropericardium, chronic 
heart disease, spontaneous pneumothorax, and 
foreign body. X-ray examination should dif- 
ferentiate viscera are present the thorax. 
One picture taken immediately after barium 
given and another about half hour. 
the opening too small admit more than 
omentum, radiology will not aid diagnosis. 

Repair through the abdomen necessary 
the site the rent unknown but the 
viscera make this approach inconvenient. 
probably best operate soon the 
diagnosis made, there severe internal 
injury. About half the patients are saved. The 
rent closed with chromic gut, and reinforc- 
ing sutures are used. repair costal hernia, 
incise the seventh space, and attach the 
diaphragm the incision. Dr. Dinsmore spoke 
from Dr. Secord’s experience well his 
own, and illustrated the talk with slides. 

Cyclopropane Anesthesia. Peoples, MD. 
Cyclopropane gas odorless, almost tasteless, 
very potent, readily absorbed, and rapidly 
eliminated. tank costs about $30, which 
means per hour for equine anesthesia. 
There not much margin safety, but arti- 
ficial respiration effective. Dr. Peoples has 
used cyclopropane sheep, horses, and cattle, 
for long hour without ill effect. 

The mask was made rubberized canvas; 


the tube must larger than the trachea. The 
air passes through two-pound coffee can 
containing soda lime and then through 
fixture connected with large bag (beach 
ball), and oxygen and cyclopropane tanks. 
heavy gas mixture used for induction for 
the sake speed, after which the animal re- 
breathes the gas. The lime removes the carbon 
dioxide and oxygen added needed. the 
animal stops breathing, the bag flooded 
with oxygen and squeezed, which suffices for 
artificial respiration, until breathing normal. 


Cyclopropane causes arhythmia the heart 
dogs and man, but intravenous procaine 
will abolish this effect. does not seem 
occur the large animals. The mixture 
highly explosive, although not much 
ether, and due precautions must observed. 
Cyclopropane may used for animals poor 
condition does not depress the heart 
carbohydrate metabolism. Recovery from 
anesthesia requires only five fifteen minutes. 


The group requested that Dr. Peoples give 
demonstration cyclopropane anesthesia 
the winter meeting Davis.

The luncheon was held the Mar Monte 
lobby, while the ladies occupied the dining 
room. Unfortunately some our program came 
through them while microphones were out 
adjustment, and one point they were 
justifiably distressed receive talk uri- 
nary calculi cats with violin accompani- 
ment, instead solo. Questions and answers 
noted were follows: 


Why doesn’t California keep out rabies 
limiting import out-of-state dogs? Dr. 
Ben Dean: There not much point trying 
keep out rabies when have much 
it. The state must first require vaccination 
our own dogs. 


Why would tonsillitis follow the use 
cotton sutures? Dr. James Farquharson: Local 
infection the suture sets focal infection 
elsewhere, commonly the tonsils. 


How you handle fracture the sesa- 
moid bone the dog? Dr. Farquharson: 
Take x-ray and causing trouble 
from exostosis etc. the bone would have 
removed. Have never seen one. 


What your heartworm treatment? Dr. 
Barr: Have used fuadin, but recently 
used caricide with dramatic results. 
difficult case might use caricide and follow 
with fuadin. 


Why does barrenness follow parturition 
trauma when the mare has returned normal 
every respect? Dr. John Britton: Even 
the mare bacteriologically negative, which 
she may not be, there may such scars 
uterus that the foal can’t develop. takes 
time. Doubt such mares are really normal. 


How you handle trichomoniasis 
large herd? Dr. Jessup: Bulls can 
now cured through use bovoflavin. 
Sodium iodide does not seem useful and may 
harmful. The bovoflavin applied 
massage for fifteen thirty minutes, and 
injected the urethra. Repeat one 
two weeks and wait three months before 
breeding. recheck for organisms wise. 


How you handle plugged urethra 
male cats? Dr. Phillip McClave: Octin (BK) 
metropine may cause relaxation and spon- 
taneous unplugging. The eye darning 
needle similar instrument may clean the 
tract. Aureomycin mg. every six hours 
given follow-up. 


What you use stimulate post-oper- 
ative wound healing? Dr. Farquharson: Cir- 
ulation should stimulated, and see that 
body metabolism and nutrition are normal. 


for retained placenta based theory clin- 
ical experience? Dr. Cole: theory. 
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10. What the cause kennel cough? pre- 
vention? Dr. Roberts: Cause unknown. 
Sterilizing lamps seem help and avoid ani- 
mal-to-animal contact. drugs seem help. 
Dr. O’Hara: Also very careful about 
sterilizing the feeding equipment. Dr. John 
Craig: virus like influenza complicated 
with influenzae can cause it. Some spi- 
rochetes involved: there are two syndromes. 
Atropine gr. 1/100 will relax the bronchi. 
(Lack time stopped the discussion.) 


11. Why use sutures spaying? Dr. Far- 
quharson: just not surgery not suture 
abdominal operation. generous incision 
heals quickly small one and results 
will better. Even the skin pulled 
one side stagger the incisions, safer 
suture. 


12. Why male cats show interest 
spayed females? Dr. Cole: Any male will 
show interest any female who does not 
actively object. 


13. What hormones should used for 
breast tumors? Dr. Nathan Friedman (Le- 
derle): both young and old dogs treat- 
ment related the season. Testosterone 
aqueous orchic solution are recommended. 
For prostate hypertrophy depends the 
type. referred the work Dr. 
Gassner, who was our program last June.

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WHITE MUSCLE DISEASE CALVES AND LAMBS 


VAWTER, DVM, University Nevada, Reno* 


White muscle disease young lambs and 
calves, usually under two months age, has 
been observed for many years. character- 
ized stiffness the legs, inability nurse, 
prostration, and death after few days 
week. grayish-yellow, 
streaked, cooked appearance the skeletal 
muscles occurring bilaterally prominent 
feature this disease. Muscles the legs, 
gluteal region, loins, abdomen, thorax, and 
neck may affected. The disease, de- 
scribed, has been most frequently observed 
lambs but occasional cases have been seen 
calves. 


recent years, peracute type has been 
observed calves, and now seems 
predominant western Nevada. This type de- 
velops suddenly with dullness and great 
respiratory distress, often accompanied 
frothy bloody nasal discharge. Death may 
found dead. Marked passive congestion and 
edema the lungs and marked acute degen- 
erative changes the musculature the left 
ventricle and septum the heart are the 
principal lesions. The heart muscle may have 
extensive yellowish streaks massive de- 
generation areas. The heart lesions may not 
readily detected unless the heart opened and 
carefully examined. muscle 
lesions are very limited entirely absent. 

first, the peracute type was believed 
some form acute bacterial virus pneu- 
monia because the marked pulmonary con- 
gestion and edema. apt occur calves 
under one month old, but has been observed 
well Welch and others Montana and 
Muth Oregon. 


Both types, the subacute with extensive 
skeletal muscle lesions, and the peracute with 
lesions mainly the heart, have been ob- 
served the same herd the same lot 
young calves. peculiar feature the occur- 
rence the large number cases calves 
from primaparous (first calf) heifers. some 
herds, cases occurred older cows under 
identical feed conditions. 

Another feature common all herds the 
past ten years that the pregnant females 
were fed almost entirely inferior grass hay 
without any grain other concentrate sup- 
plements during the last three four months 
the gestation period. Generally speaking, 
the physical condition the females was 
good better than average. Two were regis- 
tered Hereford herds. This disease seen 
the spring months from late February 
May. 


This malady young calves and lambs 


usually disappears within week ten days 
after the flock herd turned green pas- 
ture better diet good mixed hay and 
grain supplement given. From the work 
Willman and associates Cornell University, 
generally accepted that white muscle 
“stiff lamb disease” arises from vitamin 
deficient diet the ewes during gestation. 
could prevented diets containing this 
substance tocopherols. Affected young lambs 
could cured dosing with tocopherols 
reported Willman al. with wheat 
germ oil concentrate reported Marsh 
Montana. Unfortunately, the peracute type 
myocardial dystrophy young calves 
acute that they often die before any treatment 
can started they may found dead. 


have seen young lambs develop muscular 
stiffness two three days after birth and 
die when days old. The generalized 
skeletal muscle lesions were advanced that 
seems probable that they started during 
prenatal life. Likewise, young calves 
days old, dead the peracute form, had ex- 
tensive myocardial degeneration the left 
ventricles. The histopathology the heart 
lesions indicated that they were well ad- 
vanced time death that they may have 
started before birth. 


view Willman’s results and our own 
experience with this disease, especially among 
calves the past eight more years, be- 
lieve preventable using better and 
more diversified diet during the last half 
the gestation period. good feed scarce, 
give the first-calf heifers the best it. 

Probably our knowledge the direct and 
contributing causes this muscle disease 
still incomplete. The prevalence cases 
among calves from first-calf heifers compared 
the few cases none among calves from 
older cows the same herd suggests some 
cumulative storage possibly vitamin with 
advancing age. But knowledge, the 
vitamin requirement for cattle not yet 
established. have not yet evaluated the 
possible role synergistic substances pro- 
duced that vast vitamin factory the 
rumen microbic action. Peculiarly, this dis- 
ease prone occur before the rumen 
calves and lambs becomes fully functional. 
Finally, are the extensive degenerative changes 
muscles the primary point injury, 
only the terminal stage objective effect 
injury elsewhere and reflected this point? 
Some the foregoing questions must solved 
before can say have all the answers 
regarding the cause this disease.

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Orthopedic Methods Applicable Veterinary Surgery 
JOHN VASKO, MD., Oakland, 


Fractures: Intramedullary pinning useful 
selected long-bone fractures, particularly 
the femur and sometimes the tibia. 
opening made the fracture site and 
angular nail inserted proximally through the 
greater trochanter region and through the skin. 
The direction then reversed, and the nail 
driven down toward the knee but without in- 
juring the joint. The patient may ambula- 
tory almost once, but weight bearing not 
permitted for month more lest the pin 
bend break. 

Dislocations: some joints the body, 
such the knee ankle, may difficult 
maintain reduction dislocation, par- 
ticularly when accompanied fracture. When 
external support gives unsatisfactory results, 
transarticular pinning may useful. After 
reduction, the joint put into functioning 
position and heavy pin drilled through 
the bone across the joint and into the second 
bone the articulation. have advised some 
veterinary friends this procedure and 
they have found very useful, particularly 
certain dislocations the hip. 

Tendon Injuries: Lacerations the tendons, 
particularly the flexors, are very serious 
problem. Extensor tendons are more easily 
united and the results are almost uniformly 
good. The ends flexor tendons, however, 
frequently retract after severance causing 
gap and resultant dysfunction. sutured with- 
the first four hours, and the wound not 
grossly contaminated, results should very 
good. Immobilization should maintained 
for three weeks, after which the splint can 
removed and some motion permitted. 
the injury old, the tendon ends must ex- 
posed, the scar tissue removed, and attempt 
apposition made. the gap too large and 
the ends can not brought together, piece 
tendon, preferably from the extensor 
the foot, can utilized bridge the gap. 

Osteomyelitis: Osteomyelitis less common 
and not serious the past, but may 
follow compound fractures bacteremia. 
course antibiotics not completely effec- 
tive, the site infection should exposed. 
Loose pieces dead bone should removed, 
and the entire area cleared anything that 
resembles dead tissue debris. the infec- 
tion comes from long bone, channel made 
into the medullary canal, which then cleared 
debris. Preferably the skin wound closed, 
and antibiotics are continued after surgery. 

Bone Grafting: When fractures fail heal 
necessary stimulate bone formation. 
The fracture site exposed and the scar tissue, 
which usually covers the broken ends, re-

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moved. The medullary cavities are opened 
with drill curette. The ends the bones 
are squared off that they appose one an- 
other satisfactorily, and bone graft ap- 
plied. This may consist small chips can- 
cellous bone, larger piece hard cortical 
bone can applied above and below the frac- 
ture and secured with screws; bits can- 
cellous bone are then packed around the large 
piece. Fixation required, such plaster 
cast Thomas splint, but would seem that 
the intramedullary pin might more desir- 
able small animals. Immobilization must 
maintained until the callus formed and 
clinical union evident.
